Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims remain rejected as stated in the Final 
Rejection. Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because there is no motivation to select 
the instant range of Si from that of the prior art has not been found persuasive. The prior art teaches broadly overlapping Si ranges, and 
applicant has not clearly shown unexpected results with respect to said overlap. The examiner agrees that Rioja and Dif are drawn to Al- 
Cu alloys with at least one of Mn and Zr, however the instant claims allow for the addition of up to 0.15% Zr. Applicant's argument that the 
present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because the provisional appln of Dif does not support the teachings of Dif relied 
on in the Final Rejection has not been found persuasive. The spec of the provisional appln 60/394234 is still drawn to Al-Cu-Mg alloys 
without Mn that exhibit excellent strength and toughness combination (see examples, Table 4 and 5 of provisional). 

Applicant's argument that the present invention is allowable over the prior art of record because applicant has shown unexpected results 
with respect to 2024 or 2524 has not clearly been found persuasive. Applicants may compare the claimed invention with prior art that is 
more closely related to the invention than the prior art relied upon by the examiner. In re Holladay, 584 F.2d 384, 199 USPQ 516 (CCPA 
1978); Ex parte Humber, 217 USPQ 265 (Bd. App. 1961). However, 2024 or 2524 are not considered closer that the applied prior art of 
record. Applicant has not clearly shown specific unexpected results with respect to the prior art of record or criticality of the instant claimed 
range (wherein said results must be fully commensurate in scope with the instantly claimed ranges, etc. see MPEP 716.02 d). 
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
